allowed to levy the container handling charges prescribed by this Authority in foe 
MBPT tariff. 

2.3. By letter dated 16 May 2008, ICTPL was requested to furnish a copy of foe 
License Agreement entered with MBPT and justify its proposal with cost details for adoption of the 
rates approved for relevant services In the Scale of Rates of MBPT. 
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2.4. ICTPL submitted a copy of the License Agreement alongwith a draft Scale of Rates 
vide its letter dated 31 May 2008. ICTPL also informed that the operation will commence from 16> 
June 2008 Instead of 2 June 2008 as intimated earlier and it sought approval to the proposed tariff 
valid till 31 March 2009. 

2.5. A copy of the proposal received from ICTPL was fon/varded to MBPT for 
comments. The remarks thereon received from MBPT were communicated to ICTPL as feedback 
information. ICTPL offered its views on the MBPT’s remarks. 

3. Based on the preliminary scrutiny of the proposal ICTPL was requested to furnish 

some additional information / clarifications under this Authority’s letter dated 5 June 2008 and it 
was complied with by ICTPL by letter dated 9 June 2008. 

4.1. On 8 July 2008 seventeen user organisations were addressed to offer their 

comments on the proposal of ICTPL. ICTPL was also addressed to explain the reasons why it 
could not submit its proposal within the stipulated time of 3 months prior to the expected date of 
commissioning as laid down in Clause 3.1.7 of the revised tariff guidelines. In its reply, ICTPL has 
stated that Since the existing container operation at BPS is not a new fecillty created by it and due 
to some misunderstanding it could not adhere to the compliance of submission of the proposal 
within the prescribed time. It has however, assured that in future all its tariff proposals will be 
submitted in advance as per the guidelines. , 

4.2. Of the seventeen user organizations which were addressed to offer their 

comments on the ICTPL proposal only three responded. The Indian Bargeowners’ Association 
informed that it has no comments to offer as the proposal mainly pertains to container operation. 
According to the Shipping Corporation of India it has no objection in ICTPL charging tariffs as per 
existing MBPT’s Scale of Rates till such time it formulates its own tariff. Mumbai And Nhava-Sheva 
Ship-Agents Association (MANSA) informed that it has no comments to Offer. MBPT who was also 
requested afresh to offer its comments informed that it has no further comments to offer. 

5. A cost analysis was carried out, based on the revised guidelines for tariff fixation, 
with the details provided by the ICTPL and MBPT which showed that ICTPL may generate some 
surplus during 2008 - 2009 i.e. in its initial operation of 9 months and 15 days at the existing 
MBPT tariff levels. However, as the cost analysis carried out-is not based on the actual working of 
ICTPL, but based on many assumptions, some margin has to be allowed for possible error in the 
estimates. This Authority also recognizes the fact that ICTPL has only sought continuation of the 
levy of the existing tariff of MBPT for a limited period upto 31 March 2009 i.e. till it formulates its 
own tariff. Further, it is noteworthy in this case that no user organization has raised any objection 
to the proposal of ICTPL to levy charges approved by this Authority in the Scale of Rates of MBPT 
as an interim arrangement. Since no objection has been received from any quarters, the Authority 
accords approval to the levy of charges as per the existing Scale of Rates of MBPT till 31 March 
2009 subject to review of the actual position at the time of the next tariff review. If such review 
reveals that ICTPL has earned return in excess of the permissible level of 16% after accounting 
the admissible costs as per the tariff guidelines, then such additional return will be fully adjusted in 
the tariff to be fixed for the period commencing from 1 April 2009. 

6. Since the ICTPL would not be handling any ICD containers^ the rates therefor 
presently prescribed in the MBPT tariff, have not been provided in the SOR of ICTPL. Likewise, 
the clauses contained in the SOR of MBPT relating to lodging of log entries to obtain remission in 
demurrage charges have not been provided in the SOR of ICTPL. The SOR has been framed 
taking into consideration of the revised tariff guidelines and based on the existing tariff of MBPT for 
the relevant services currently being provided by ICTPL. 

7.1. Since the operation is reported to have commenced from 23 June 2008, the 
Authority approves for adoption of the existing Scale of Rates of MBPT for container handling 
operation by ICTPL for its relevant operations as an interim measure till'31 March 2009. 

7.2. ICTPL is directed to submit to this Authority, at the end of every quarter, a report 
containing its physical and financial performance during the preceding three months. 

7.3. Since the interim tariff arrangement will be valid only upto 31 March 2009, ICTPL 
is advised to formulate and submit its proposal for fixing tariff for the BPS container terminal by 31 
December 2008.

(i). The status of the vessel, as borne out by its certification by the Customs or the Director 
General of Shipping, shall be the deciding factor for its classification as ‘coastal’ or 
'foreign-going' for the purpose of levying vessel related charges; and, the nature of cargo 
or its origin will not be of any relevance for this purpose. 


(ii). (a). A foreign going vessel of Indian Flag having a General Trading Licence can 

convert to Coastal run on the basis of a Customs Conversion Order or on filing of 
Coastal International General Manifest in Coastal Establishment Section of 
Customs Department. 


(b) . A foreign going vessel of Foreign Flag can convert to coastal run on the basis of a 

Coastal Voyage Licence issued by the Director General of Shipping. 

(c) . In cases of such conversion, coastal rates shall be chargeable by the load port 

from the time the vessel starts loading coastal goods. 

(d) . In cases of such conversion, coastal rates shall be chargeable only till the vessel 

completes coastal discharging operations: immediately thereafter, foreign-going 
rates shall be chargeable by the discharge ports. 


(e). For dedicated Indian coastal vessels having a Coastal Licence from the Director 
General of Shipping, no other document will be required to be entitled to Coastal 
rates. 

(iii). (a). All dollar denominated tariff will be recovered in Indian Rupees after conversion of 
charges in dollar terms into its equivalent Indian Rupees at the market buying rate 
notified by the Reserve Bank of India, State Bank of India or its associates or any 
other Public Sector banks as may be specified from time to time. 


(b) . The day of entry of the vessel into port limits shall be reckoned as the day for such 

conversion. In respect of charges on containers, the day of entry of the vessel in 
the case of import containers and the day of arrival of containers into the port in 
the case of export containers shall be reckoned as the day for such conversion. 

(c) . A regular review of exchange rate shall be made once in 30 days from the date of 

arrival in the cases of vessels staying in the port for longer period. The basis of 
billing shall change prospectively with reference to the appropriate exchange rate 
prevailing at the time of review. 


(iv). Interest on delayed payments/refunds: 

(a) . The user shall pay penal interest on delayed payments and tCTPL shall pay penal 

interest on delayed refunds at the rate of 14.75% per annum. 

(b) . The delay in payments by user will be counted beyond 10 days after the date of 

raising the bills. This provision will not apply to the case where payment is to be 
made before availing of the services/use of terminal properties as stipulated in the 
MPT Act, 1963 and/or prescribed as a condition in the tariff.

(c) The delay in refunds by the terminal will be counted beyond 20 days from the date 
of completion of services or on production of all the documents required from the 
user, whichever is later, 

(v) . (a). The rates prescribed in the Scale of Rates are ceiling levels; likewise, rebates and 

discounts are floor levels. The ICTPL may, if it so desires, charge lower rates 
and/or allow higher rebates and discounts. 

(b) . The ICTPL may, if It so desires, rationalise the prescribed conditionalities 

governing the application of rates prescribed in the Scale of Rates if such 
rationalisation gives relief to the user in rate per unit and the unit rates prescribed 
in the Scale of Rates do not exceed the ceiling level. 

(c) . The ICTPL should notify the public such lower rates and/or rationalisation of the 

conditionalities governing the application of such rates and continue to notify the 
public any further changes in such lowr rates and/Or in the conditionalities 
governing the application of such rates provided the new rates fixed shall not 
exceed the rates notified by the TAMP. 

(vi) . (a). Wherever a specific tariff for a service/cargo is not available In the notified Scale 

of Rates, the ICTPL can submit a suitable proposal to the TAMP. 

(b) . Simultaneously virith the submission of proposal, the proposed rate can be levied 

on an ad hoc basis till the rate is finally notified. 

(c) . The ad hoc rate to be operated in the Interim period must be derived based on 

existing notified tariffs for comparable services/cargo; and, it must be mutually 
agreed upon by the ICTPL and the concerned user{s). 

(d) . The final rate fixed by the TAMP will ordinarily be effective only prospectively. The 

interim rate adopted in an ad hoc manner will be recognised as such unless it is 
found to be excessive requiring some moderation retrospectively. 

(vii) . The minimum charges recovered in any bill shall be Rupees Twenty (Rs.2Q/f^ only. 

(viii). All charges worked out shall be rounded off to the next higher oipee on the grand total of 
each bill. 

(lx). In calculating the gross weight or measurement by volume or capacity of any individual 
item, fractions upto 0.5 shall be taken as 0.5 unit and fractions of 0.5 and above shall be 
treated as one unit, except where otherwise specified.

(d) . The charges for coastal cargo/containers/vessels will be denominated and 

collected in Indian Rupees.

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(xi) . Users will not be required to pay charges for delays beyond a reasonable level attributable 

to ICTPL. 

(xii) . (a). Container from a foreign port which reaches an Indian Port ‘A’ for subsequent 

transshipment to Indian Port ‘B’ will be levied the concessional charges relevant 
for its coastal voyage. In other words, containers from/to Indian ports carried by 
vessels permitted to undertake coastal voyage will quality for concession.

(iv) . Where the container is seized/confiscated by the Custom Authorities and 

the same cannot be de-stuffed within the prescribed time limit of 75 days, 
the storage charges will cease to apply from the day the Customs orders 
release of the cargo subject to lines observing the necessary formalities 
and bearing the cost of transportation and de-stuffing. Otherwise, 
seized/confiscated containers should be removed by the line/consignee 
from the terminal premises to the Customs bonded area and in that case 
the storage charge shall cease to apply from the day of such removal.

(8) . The container other than 'Shipper owned container’ shall be removed from the 

regular storage area and moved to Sales Warehouse/Overflow Sheds by ICTPL at 
the cost and responsibility of the Main Line Operators (MLOs) and thereafter, the 
container can be de-stuffed before the empty containers are removed from the 
terminal premises by the MLOs.
